NWELCOME ALIENS. | 
The Commissioner-General of 
Immigration is ing an iavestiga- 
tion In New York for the purpose of 
ascertaining what of the 
Occupants of jails, public hospitals, 
asylums, and other retreats is made 


up of f who have only re- 
tly arrived the [United States. 
bas made the astonishing dis- 
covery that the people of the State of 
New York are supporting nearly 
fourteen thousanii foreigners in the 
various charitable and penal institu- 
tions of the commonwealth. 

Of the 13,143 aliens ponfined in the 
charitable and penal institutions of 
the State, 2193 are in penal institu- 
tions, and of this number 1090, or 
nearly one-half, are located in the 
‘City of New York.” It appears further 
that there are die imeane aliens in 
the various asylums of the State, of 
whom 4224 are in the institutions of 
New York City and 1924 are in va- 
rious other inatitutiong of the State. 
There are 2991 aliens in public homes, 
‘almshouses and simiiar institutions, 
and 1136 i the hospitals. 

These figures are well calculated to 
induce some serious reflections. It is 
probable that the number of paupers 
and incompetents in New York City 
and New York State is considerably 
larger in proportion to the total pop- 
ulation than in aay other State of the 
Unien, for the reason that the city 
of New York ts principal port of 
entry for immi ts. But the num- 
ber of alien incom peter ts and crimi- 
mals in all parts of the country is 
much greater thas it ought to be, and 
much greater thah it would be if 
proper precautions hed been taken 
long ago to put a check upon this un- 
desirable immigration. 

The trouble with most of our re- 
sirletive legislation on this subject is 
that it has failed to make close 
enough @iscrimination between im- 
migration which fs desirable and that 
whieh is undesirable. There is yet 
room in this great and free country 
for aliens who industrious, law- 
abiding and competent. Many of the 
best citizens of the republic are men 
of foreign birth or are the offspring 
of foreign-born pérents. It is not 
desirable, and it would be unwise,
